Unknown to the public, the 
task of inoculating the Army 
with a newly proved serum thas 
been proceeding for several 
months, the last batch passing 
through the doctors’ hands re- 
cently. 


The scrum “tetanus — toxoid," 
result of ten years’ experiments by 
Army and civil pathologists, was 
first tried out on human volunteers. 


It has now been proved to give 
immunity from tetanus—lockjaw— 
for a certain five years, and, accord- 
ing to a War OMece medical authority, 
“almost certalnly gives Mfclong’ im- 
munity." .

N DECEMBER 14, 1011, Captain 
Roald Amundsen, the famous 
Norwegian Explorer, reached the 
South Pole, 
It was two months before the news 
uceess - reached the outside 
world—a_ success which meant the 
fuilure of one of the objects of the 
British Antarctic Expedition. 

But what a glorious failure! 

Hundreds of years before it was 
actually seen by human eyes, a great 
continent now culled Antarctica was 
almost Invarlably shown on old maps 
as lying in the region of the South 
Pole, It is imposaible to say why 
these early calographers were so cer- 
tain of its existence; they marked it 
“nondum = cognita,” and placed its 
boundaries many deprees too far 
North. 

In 1756, De Brosses, President of 
the Parliament of Dijon, wrote: 
“The most gelebrated and’ modern 
sovereign will be he who gives his 
nume to the Southern World.” It re- 
malned ‘for a British navigator to 
make the first serious atiempt to 
establish the exlstence of a continent, 
In 1772, Captain Cook was commis- 
sloned by the British Government to 
undertake voyage to the southern 
ocean fn search of new land, but 
whatever his success may huve been 
in other directions, he failed to prove 
that land existed within the Antaretle 
Cirele.

The ‘next half century witnessed 
efforts. of an altogether different

Free Milk Supply 

Therefore, any withdrawal, or cut- 
ting down of the free milk supply

of adequate separate accommodation 
for delinquents In a suitable institu- 
tlon will be one of the first calls on 
Government resources, 

Mr, Lo suid: 

The resolution standing in’ my 
name, which was drawn up by a 

clit Sub-Committee of this So. 
ciety, is so clear and convineing: that 
I feet no words from me are necessary 
to commend it to this meeting. But 
in view of the Importance of the 
subject, I venture to make a few 
remarks in tts support, 

Whilst all kinds of measures have 
for hundreds of years been devised 
hy the English Law for the protection 
of an infant's) property and for 
absolving him from his contractual 
obligations, the English Common 
Law, in repard to an infant between 
the age of 7 and 14 years, merely 
ralses a presumption in his favour of 
the absence of “unimus  malus" jn 
certain crimes, and, fenerally speak- 
ing, places anelinfant over 14 years 
ald, as regards criminal Hability, In 
the same position as a person of full 
uge. Until the beginning of thts 
century the only ling drawn between 
child and adult wis drawn in the In- 
terests of profitable rijthts and not in 
the interests of the child, 

State Guardianship 

In 1890 the Chieago Bar Agsocla- 
tion, which was concerned with the 
preparation of the frst Juvenile 
Court Law’ in the World, made the 
following Interesting statement: 

‘The fundamental Idea of the Jaw 
is that the Stnte must step in and 
exercise guardianship) over 2 child 
found under such adverse, social or 
{ndjvidual conditions ns develop 
come. ... It proposes n plan whereby 
he’ may be treated, not as o criminnl 
or one leftally charged with crime, 
but os o ward of the State, to receive 
practically the care, custedy and 
discipline thnt are accorded the 
neglected the dependent child, and 
which, as the Act states, ‘shall ap- 
proximate as nearly as may be that 
which should be given by ita 
parents’.”

FTERNOON parties ond informal 
dances are in full swing, and !f 
you provide meringues for one of 
the “swecta” at these functlons your 
opularity will Increase by leaps and 
bounds. The meringues are quite 
simple to make at home if great care 
is taken with the baling. Altow 
four whites of eggs to hal{Ka pound 
of caster sugar, Addo pindh of salt 
to ihe whites and whisk to a very 
sti’ froth, then whisl in the sieved 
sugar xradually and continue beating 
until the mixture is very stiff. 
Shape the meringues with a wet 
dessertspoon or tablespoon according 
to the size required. Take a spoon- 
ful at o time ond smooth it over to 
form on oval shape, then siip st 
gently on to a thick baking truy 
lined with slightly ofled paper. 

Take cnre not to place the shapes 
too close together. When they ‘are 
all ready sprinkle with caster sugar 
ond bake tn a cool oven for obout 
two to two and a half hours, 

The meringues should be a creamy 
colour when done. When firm, 
curcfully remove the meringues from 
the tin, turn them over gently and 
press in any soft parts to alow the 
centres to dry thoroughty, * 

Leave them in a warm place over: 
night if possible. When required for 
use sandwich them together fn palrs 
with stiMly whipped cream, favoured 
und sweetened to taste. 

Frosh or tinned frult cut into small 
pieces and added to the cream makes 
an tnteresting change, 

The meringue mixture can be 
flavoured with coffee, lemon rind, 
orange rind, essences, &e, which 
shoukl be added to the sugar betore 
mixinu with the whites uf the eggs.

Film Censorship Now 


~ More 
Almost since the beginning of 
. the war with China, Tokyo has 


been suffering ao famine of new 
American films. 


These were omong the first im- 
ports to be barred under wartime 
forcign exchange restrictions. The 
Tokyo cincma houses have been 
carrying on with a mixture of old 
American sereen productions, varied 
by a miscellancous assortment of 
German, French, and Japanese 
films. 7 

This situation has been recognised 
as a blow'not only to the foreign 
community, but also to many Japan- 
ese, since Japan has not escaped the 
worldwide nopulur lure of Holly- 
wood, 


Now a number of American films 


are being admitted under o deferred | 


payment plan, which puts off the 
period of settlement until a time 
when Japan’s foreign exchange 
situation will be less strnined than 
it is to-day. 


However, although the: blockade 
established for economic reasons by 
the Finance Ministry has thus been 
broken, the censorship restrictions of 
the Home Ministry remain in full 
foree, and have been intensified be- 
cause of the war, | : 


Authority in Japan is especially 
sensitive on the subject of kissing, 
which is not among the traditional 
Japanese greetings.

ing the bullseye.” 


TOO MUCH BEER 


One of the most amusing — stories 
found in the records reveals how the 
Marines once asked to have their beer 
allowance cut down, 

In June, 1794, 11 was announced 
that “His Majesty’s most gracious 
bounty of five pints of small beer 
Per day to cach N.C.O., Drummer 
and Private man would commence 
and bo served on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays.” 

But the Marines apparently thought 
that his gracious Majesty King 
George’ III, had been more generous 
than was good for them and they 
petitioned the Commanding Officer to 
reduce the supply to three pints. 

During the great skating boom of 
the seventies, permission was given 
for the drill shed to be used as a 
rink after 4 p.m. 

But life in the Royal Marines in the 
old days was not all beer, skates and 
“bobs” for bullseyes. The punish- 
ment books tell different storics. 

For instance, In 1814 Private 
Marine Charles Collins, court mar- 
tlalicd for stabbing o sergeant in 
the side with his bayonct, was 
sentenced to G00 lashes of the cat 
o’ nine tails and was afterwards 
drummed out of the Corps with a 
halter round his neck. And even 
then the court had taken {nto con- 
sideration the “provoking and 
Irritating” behaviour of the ser- 
geant.” 

Sentences of 36 lashes for drunken- 
ness were quite common, 


BRANDED ON THE BACK 


In 1841, for using an obscene word 
on the Quarter Deck, a Marine was 
sentenced to 46 lashes, his grog was 
stopped and—the recorder -adds on 
the next line, as though as an aofter- 
thought—the word was to be branded 
on his back. 

Many offenders were clipped in 
irons for small thefts. One man got 
nine days of this for stealing potatocs 
from his comrades, 


German Film 
Pays Tribute to 
Britain’s Courage

the Englishman, Henry Wickham,

Wickham obtained rubber seeds in 
violation of stringent Bruzlllan laws 
threatening the death penalty to ex- 
porters of the valued product. 

Partly based on British records and 
supported by scenes taken In the 
Brazillan jungie the film dramatical- 
ly describes how In 1876. .young 
Henry, acted by Rene Deltgen, not 
oMclally supported but unoMeclally 
encouraged by British home authori- 
ties, penetrated the jungle under the 
disguise of an entomologist.

Every Man In The 


Army Immune 


The “Sunday Dispatch” 

is able to reveal that every 
‘officer and man in the 
British Army is now proof 
against one of the“ most 
terrible scourges of modern 
front-line warfare—tetanus. 


Unknown to the public, the 
task of inoculating the Army 
with a newly proved serum has 
been proceeding for several 
months, the last batch passing 
through the doctors’ ‘hands re- 
cently, 


The serum “tetanus toxoid," the 
result of ten years’ experiments by 
Army and civil pathologists, was 
first tried out on human voluntecrs. 


It has now been proved to give 
immunity from tetanus—lockJaw— 
for a certaln five years, and, accord- 
Ing to a War Office medical authority, 


“almost certainly gives lifelong im- 
munity.” 


The manufacture of the “toxoid” is 
a triumph of laboratory technique. 

Tetanus scrum from infected mice 
Is placed in a huge centifruge 
machine which spins with almost the 
speed of Ught. 


Tho toxle portions of tho 
tetanus germs are spun out 
leaving only the mysterious 
“toxoid” behind. It ls this which’ 
confers the fmmunising proper- 
tles against lockjaw. 


Before the toxold can be used, 
however, it has to be filtered through 
a jelly-like substance, the pores of 
which are so fine that they can only 
be test-examined under an ultra- 
microscope. :

The after effects of inoculation are 


stated by the medical authoritles: to 
be “very. slight.” 5 


As a matter of routine the men 
are given 24 hours free of active 
exercise. But the reaction is so 
little troublesome that it “could even 
be given to children.”

Wounded men were given a routine 
injection of A.T.S, -(anti-tetanus 
serum) o3 soon os they were brought

PRINCIPLE 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


foreigners In on area under Japancte 
occupation. 

Mr. Li empharien’ that a “strong 
and Independent China will not re- 
sult from closing the door in China, 
since she must rely on forcign coph 
tal, machinery and technical assist: 
ance for her cconomlc development.” 

He declared that closing the door 
by China was “neither necessary, nor 
possible,’ 


After discussing in detail the his- 
torical ‘evolution of tho Open Door 
doctrine, Mr. Li stated that the main- 
tenance of Chinn's independence and 
Integrity imposes an Open Door con- 
cept. He further pointed out that In 
tho treaties concluded since 1000, 
preservation of the principle of the 
Open Door and the maintenance of 
China’s integrity had always been 
mentioned together, the latter being 
a necessary prerequisite “of the 
former. 

In conclusion, Mr. Li urged the 
Powers to apply immediate effective

After a year in hospital, he had three 
weeks’ Icave, bought himself an 
artificial le and joined the Royal 
Flying Corps, and became @ fighter 
pilot: 

‘According to an FLAF. officer, 
who learned to Oy with him, Carlin 
was so anxious to get to 
France that he insisted on quallfy- 
ing a8 a pilot before the stump of 
his Ieg had properly healed. 

In February, 1018, he was posted 
to No. 74 Squadron and four months 
Inter wax awnrded the Distinguished 
Flying. Cross and appointed captain 
and. fiight-commander, Shot down 
and” captured in 1918, he was re- 
patriated after the Armistice, 


IN PLANE COLLISION 


While strving in 74 Squadron, he 
was Involved jn one of the most 
astounding double escapes In the his- 
tory of avintion. During o “dog-fight" 
nt 16,000 ft.. eight miles on the Ger- 
man ‘side of the linc, he and his 
raundron commander, Major “Grid” 
Caldwell, D.S.O., M.C., D.F.C., a New 
Zenlander and a famous “ace,” dived 
fogether at the sume enemy plane. 

Converging, thoy collided as the 
cnemy went down. 

Carlin’s plane lost most of its 
tail: rudder and elevator were out 
of action, By 1 miracde, Carlin 
managed {o glide to the British 
stde of the Ine and crashed unhurt. 
In the meantime Caldwell was in 

even greater dificultics; his plone 
had fost a Jarge portion of one wing 
and fell out of control. 

Caldwell, however, tnstrapped his 
safety bell and climbing from the 
cockpit, stcod on the wink in order 
to balance the acroplanc, worlsing 
the Joystick with the tips of his fing- 
ers. Thus he brought his plane 
down Just on the British side of the 
line «nd when a few feet trom the 
ground jumped from it. 

The. atreratt wes complttely 
wreeked but Caldwell escaped with 
minor Injuries, 


KNOCKED OUT BY BULLET 


Carlin had another remarkable 
escape in his last ght. He was 
knocked ont by a bullet whlch 
furrowed his scalp and regained 
consclousness fust In time to level 
up within a few fect of the 
ground. 

His plnne landed dn barbed wire 
just in front of the German trenches 
and he was knocked on the head by 
u German rifle butt in a short-lived 
dach for the, British trenches,

and was lured by gold to New 
Guinca, :

recently ‘experlenced a revival in 
Japan, 


It was extremely popular. during 
the Javanese Middle Ages, but fel 
into disuse after the Introduction of 
Western medicine in the last century. 

Now it is more widely — practised, 
and some physicians whe have been 
trained alor’ Western lines, such os 
Dr. Chihiro Iceda, a graduate of the 
Kyushu Imperial University School 
of Mcdicine. have oecn applying 
okyu in cases where they believe it 
wilk prove bencficial, writes the 
Tokyo correspondent of the Observer, 

Dr. Ikeda, who recently explained 
his methods of treatment, expressed 
the hope that okyu would soon be 
taught scientifically as part of the 
regular training of every medical 
student, 

At the present time, he sald, this 
old healing: art Is discredited because 
ignorant persons ore permitted to 
practise |[t after a short. course in 


treatment in Japon, where the damp 
climate predisposes people to 
theumatic ailments. 

Dr, Ikeda's method, which is that 
of the okyu practitioners in genernl, 
is to try.to locate the source of. the 
ailment and then to Ignite leaves of 
moxu, a Japanese plant, on a num- 
ber of spots on the patient's body 
which are nearest this source. 

A full treatment consists of seven 
small burns on each of some twenty 
spots, so that the purpose of 
stimnlating the, nervous system = is 
definitely achicvcd. The burns are 
most frequently distributed up and 
down the spinal cord. 

A “twenty-burn treatment” re- 
quires about forty-five minutcs. 
Many people apply for it.

N DECEMBER 14, 1911, Captain 
Rould Amundsen, the famous 
Norwepzian Explorer, reached the 
South Polc. > 
“It was two months before the news 
of his success reached the outside 
world—a_ success which meant the 
fallure of one of the objects of the 
British Antarctle Expedition. 

But what a glorious fallure! 

Hundreds of years before it was 
actually scen by human cyes, a greut 
continent now called Antarcticn was 
almost invariably shown on old maps 
as lying in the region-of ‘the South 
Pole. It is impossible to say why 
these early catographers were so cer- 
tain of its existence; they marked it 
“nondum cognita,” and placed its 
boundaries many degrees too far 
North, 

In 1756, De Brosses, President of 
the Parliament of, Dijon, wrote: 
“The most celebrated and modern 
sovereign will be he who gives his 
name to the Southern World." It re- 
mained for o British navigator — to 
make the. first serlous attempt ‘to 
establish the existence of a continent. 
In 1772, Captain. Cook was commis- 
sioned by the British Government tu 
undertake a voynge to the southern 
ocean in search of -new Jand, but 


whatever his suceess may have been 

in other directions, he failed to prove

In oa family which has an average 
monthly Income of Jess than $4, per 
head, which is the’ poverty line, be- 
low which the Soricty’s assistance fs 
procurable,, I am-afraid that in the 
absence of a free offer of milk, the 
mothers are nlmost certain to feed 
thelr bables with rice and cakes, 
which In the very nature of things, 
the infants are unnble to digest, and | 
so, resulting in the olmost inevit-) 
able development of gastro-intestinal 
diseases and malnutrition, Indeed, 
many may end in that extreme and 
fate! form of malnutrition known as 
marasmus, :

The request for an extension of 
the Welfare Centre system js one 
which appeals to me very strongly on 
two grounds, Firstly these institu- 
tlons nico allevinte existing suffering; 
secondly—-and this is) the — more 
cojent argument—they are largely 
educational in thelr akns ‘and 
methods, and it Js only by education 
of the masses that social ila can be 
permanently cured, 

Root Causes of Misery 

The implied appeal $s for measures 
which will eradicate, or at any rate 
diminish, the root-causes of the 
misery, to combat which is . the 
Socitty’s noble work, Those roots 
He in the cdnditions and circum- 
stances in which the poorer classes 
of our population live and. very 
drastic and far-reaching — measures 
Will be necessary Sf the job js to be 
tackled effectively. On this subject 
also I have recently spoken publicly; 
so, on this occasion, I will do no 
more than remind you of the ancient 
and deeply truthful saying that 
"Prevention is better than cure,’ 

I spoke just now of the gratitude 
which this whole community owes ,to 
the Society for the Protection of 
‘Children, on ‘account of Its public 
services, Lend these few remarks by 
urging on those present and. still 
more on those absent that the best. 
way of all of discharging that debt is 
by contributing, Wberatly to the So- 
ciely’s funds. As you have been told 
in the report, despite every effort the 
Society cannot manaste to come out 
on the right side, and still less can 
expand. I hope most sincerely that 
that evident fact will so bear on the 
public-spirited citizens of this Colony 
that the revenues of the Society will 
Jeap up in its current fnancial year. 
There is no more deserving body at 
‘work h (Applause). 

Proposing a vote of thanks, Mr. 
Skinner expressed the hope that His 
Ercellency and Lady Northcote would 
longz continue to aesociate themselves 
with the worl: of the Society, 

Mr, Lo's Resolution 

The following - resolution 
moved: by Mr. 10 vont oe :

The resolution standing in my 
name, which was drawn up by o 
spectaL Sub-Committee of this So- 
ciety, is so clear and convincing that 
I feet no words from me are necessary 
to commend it to this mecting. But 
In view of the importunce of the 
subject, I venture to moke a few 
remarks in its support. 

Whilst atl kinds of measures have 
for hundreds of years been devised 
by the English Law for the protcetion 
of an infant's property and for 
ubsolving hlm from his contractual 
obligations, the, English »Common 
Law, in regard to an infant between 
the age of 7 and 14 years, . merely 
raises a presumption in his fnvour of 
the absence of “animus malus" in 
certain ¢rimes, and, generally sprak- 
ing, pluces an Infant over 14 years 
old, as .regards criminal ability, in 
the same position as o person of full 
uge. Until the beginning | of this 
century the only line druwn between 
child and adult was drawn In the In= 
terests of profitable rights and not in 
the Interests of the child.” -

He chose the latter alternative. 

Mr, Chamberlain, referring: to the

eet back, felt I must do my part 

again In national service.” 

Enlisting in 1014, Carlin went to 
France with the- 18th Hussars, 2nd 
Cavalry Brigade. In the {following 
year he was wounded, won the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal, and was 
commissioned on the field for gul- 
lantry.. .. 

Wounded again in July, 1916, he 
hid o leg amputated above the knee 
and was awarded the Military Cross. 
After a year in hospital, he had: three 
weeks’ Icave, bought himself an 
artificial leg and joined the Royal 
Flying Corps, and became a fighter 
pilot. 

According to an RAF. officer 
who learned to fly with him, Carlin 
was so anxious to get back "to 
France that he insisted on quallfy- 
ing. as a pilot before the stump of 
his lex. had properly healed. 

In February, 1918, he was posted 
to’ No. 74 Squndron and four months 
later was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and appointed. captain 
and flight-commander, Shot down 
and captured In 1918, he was re- 
patrinted after the Armistice. 

IN PLANE COLLISION 

While serving in 74 Squadron, he 
was jnvolved jn one of the most 
astounding double escapes In the his- 
tory of avintion. During a “dog-fight” 
at 16,000 f{t.. cight miles on the Ger- 
mon side of the Ilnc, he and_ his 
squadron commander, Major “Grid” 
Caldwell, D.S.O., ‘M.C., D.E.C., a New 
Zealander and a famous “ace,” dived 
toxether at the same enemy planc. 

Converging, they collided as (he 
enemy went down, 

Carlin’s plane lost most of ils 
tail: rudder and cievator were out 
of action. By a miracde, Carlin 
managed to gilde to the British 
side of tho Hine and crashed unhurt. 

_ In the meantime Caldwell was in 
éven preater difficulties; his plane 
had lost x large portion of one win 
and {cll out of control. 

Caldwell, however, unstrapped his 
safety belt and climbing from the 
cockpit, stead on the wing In order 
to balunce’ the acroplane, working 
the Joystick with the tips of his fing- 
Thus he brought his plane 
down just on the British side of the 
line and when a few feet from the 
#round jumped from it. 

The aircraft was completely 
wreeked but Caldwell cscaped with 
minor Injuries, 

KNOCKED OUT BY BULLET 

Carlin fad another . remarkable 
escape In his fast fight. He was 
knocked out by a bullet which 
furrowed his scalp and regained 
consclousness just in time. to level 
up within a few fect of the 
ground,

BOUND TO TAKE PRECAUTIONS 


In fact, the two statutes were not 
repugnant to cach other and should 
be read together, he submitted.

Okyu, a medical system which 
originated in China fourteen 
centuries ago, and which is based on 
the {idea that nothing will cure 
rheumatic ‘pains, neuritis, and 
indigestion: as successfully as a 
series of good burns, administering 
shock’ to the nervous system, has 
recenlly experienced a revival in 
Jdopan, 


It was extremely popular during 
the Jenancse Middic Ages, but fel 
into disuse after the introduction of 
Western medicine in the last century. 

Now it Is more widely — practised, 
and some physicians who have becn 
trained alor~ Western lines, such us 
Dr. Chihiro Ikeda, a graduate of the 
Kyushu Imperial University School 
of Medicine. .have been applying 
olcyu in cases where they believe it 
will prove beneflesal, writes the 
Tokyo correspondent of the Observer. 

Dr, Ikeda, who recently explained 
his methods of treatment, expressed 
the hope that okyu would soon be 
taught scientifically as part of the 
reguiar training of every medical 
student. 

At the present’ time, he: said, this 
old healing art Is discredited because 
ignorant persons are permitted {to 
practise it after a short course In 
massnging—a very popular form of 
treatment in Japan, where the damp 
climate predisposes peopte to 
rheumatie allm-nts. ~ 

Dr. Ueeda’s method, which is that 
of the okyu practitioners In general, 
ty to try to locate the source of the 
ailment and then to ignite leaves of 
moxi..a' Japanese plant, on a num. 
ber of spots on the ‘patient's body 
which are nearest this source. 

A full treatment consists of seven 
small burns on each of some twenty 
spots, so that the purpose of 
stimulating the nervous system is 
definitely achieved. The burns are 
most frequently distributed up and 
down the spinal cord. 

Ao “twenty-burn treatment’ re- 
quires about forty-five minutes. 
Many people apply for It.

N DECEMBER 14, 1911, Captain 

Roald Amundsen, the famous 

Norwegian Explorer, reached the 
South Pole. ‘ 

“It was two months before the news 
of his success reached the outside 
world—a success which meant the 
failure of one of the objects of the 
British Antarctic Expedition. 

But what a glorious failure! 

Hundreds of years before 
actually seen by human eyes, a great 
continent now crlied Antarctica was 
almost invariably shown on old maps 
as lying in the region of the South 
Pole. It ts impossible to say why 
these darly catographers were so cer- 
taln. of its existence; they marked it 
“nondum | cognita,” and placed its 
boundories many degrees too for 
North. 

In 1766, De Brosses, President of 
the Parliament of Dijon, wrote: 
“The most celebrated and modern 
soverelgn will be he who gives his 
name to the Southern World." It re- 
manained for a British navigator to 
make the first serious sttempt to 
establish the existence of a continent, 
In 1772, Cuptain Cook was commis- 
sloned by the British Government to 
undertake a voyage to the southern 
ocean jin search of new land, byt 
whatever his success may have been 
tn other directions, he tailed to prove 
that land existed within: the Antarcti 
Circle. :
